Indictment for Murder.

Harrodsburg. Ky., Oct. 12.-The 
grand jury, after three days of inves¬ 
tigation, has returned two joint indict¬ 
ments against Policemen William Brit¬ 
ton and Luther Herron, charging them 
with willful murder. Britton and Her¬ 
ron killed Representative Sam. C. | 
Black and Walter Stotts in a pistol 
duel on the streets at Harrodsburg on 
the night of August 10. Black was 
killed instantly and Stotts died four 
hours later. Policeman Britton was 
shot twice through the bead and had 
the middle finger of his "pistol hand" 
shot off. When the indictments were 
returned Judge Bell complied with the 
request of the defendants and called 
the cases. The defense insisted on an 
immediate trial. The attorneys for the 
prosecution offered no serious opposi¬ 
tion, and Judge Bell set the cases for 
trial next Tuesday. Three lawyers 
have been employed to assist Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Hardin and County 
Attorney Allin in the prosecution. 
Three lawyers also represent the de¬ 
fendants. 


Lee Kensey lived in Washingeon 
■county ten years ago. He is a son of 
Mr. Jerry Kensey, and he and his 
father are both well known in the 
county. Lee Kensey is a son-in-law of 
Mr. A. L. Perkins, near town When 
he resided in this county Mr. Kensey 
was known as a quiet and well-behaved 
■man. From the reading of the above 
dipping it would seem that the shoot¬ 
ing was justifiable. The examining 
trial will take place to-day, and Mr. 
Perkins, who returned from Orleans 
last week, informs us that the attor¬ 
neys say there will be no trouble in ac¬ 
quitting his son-in-law.

BICGEST' OF KISSING BUCS 


Its Real Name la Meceus Pnllidipennis 
and Its Home Is in Mexico— 
Has Dangerous Bite. 

Washington.—The discovery of a 
"kissing bug" larger and more ferocious 
than the mysterious insect that was 
so often reported in various parts of 
the United States a few years ago is re¬ 
ported by Prof. A. L. Herrera, chief agri¬ 
cultural entomologist of the Republic 
of Mexico. A description of the bug. 
which Prof. Herrera says Is known in 
Mexico as chinebe voladora. and is the 
cause of considerable apprehension of 
serious injury, especially to children, 
which it attacks by puncturing the skin 
with its beak and sucking the blood, has 
reached the bureau of entomology of 
the United States department of agri¬ 
culture. 

The real name of the insect is Mere us 
pallidlpennis. belonging to the JteCuvii 
family, being larger than the native 
American so-called "kissing bug." and 
is closely related.to Conorhinus. the 
genus which includes the cone-noses, 
the most blood-thirsty of the species It 
measures upward of an Inch and a quar¬ 
ter lr. length and five-eighths of an Inch 
in width, and Is biark in color, with Ugh* 
converging bands like the markings of 
a turtle 

"The insect is so large .and of such 
formidable appearance •• says the bu¬ 
reau's report "that we would naturally 
expert it to be capable of a dangerous
